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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The amendments to claims 1 and 23 raise new issues for consideration under 35 USC 112, 2nd paragraph. 
The term "systemically" in claim 1 is unclear. It is unclear what is being claimed in claim 23. The claim reads "prepared from the 
transgenic progeny" of claim 1 . It is not clear if the fish from either step (b) or (c) must be mated to obtain that claimed in claim 23 or if it is 
referring to the transgenic progeny of step (b) or to the selected transgenic progeny of step (c). The amendment to claim 1 7 raises issues 
of new matter because support for "egg-laying toothcarps" is not found in the specification. . 



Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The claim amendments have not been entered 
and therefore fail to overcome any of the rejections set forth in the office action dated 12/19/2006. Applicant's remarks regarding the 
rejections under 35 USC 1 12, 1st and 2nd paragraphs rely on the proposed claim amendments. Applicant argues with respect to the 
rejections under 35 USC 102(b) that neither Lawson nor Fadool taught systemic expression. The proposed amendment introducing the 
term "systemic" into claim 1 has not been entered, rendering moot Applicant's argument. However, it is noted, that the term "systemic" is 
not defined and there is nothing on the record to indicate that the term requires expression in each and every cell and each and every 
tissue as indicated in Applicant's Remarks. The specification sets forth that the alpha-actin promoter causes systemic expression. This 
promoter drives expression in a single tissue, muscle. Thus, absent a definition of "systemic", if a promoter expressing in muscle tissue is 
considered in the specification to be "systemic", it would appear that other promoters that express in a single tissue would also be 
considered "systemic". Furthermore, it is noted that such a narrow definition as indicated by Applicant's remarks may cause issues under 
enablement as the specification fails to set forth promoters that would cause such "systemic" expression. It is also noted that the intended 
use as an ornamental fish is not relevant or persuasive in overcoming the rejections.
